The fate of the several propositions brought before
the Senate committee of thirteen, raised for the purpose
of taking into consideration the existing difliculties of
the country, shows conclusively that those who put the
darkest construction upon the sectional auti-slavery vie-
tory, of which the election of Mr. Lincoln is the visible
gign, have not misconstrued the nature or tendencies of
that victory, or the designs of {he party through whose
efforts it was consummated.

Mr. Crittenden’s pfoposition to divide the territories
permanently and finally, by running the Missouri line to
the Pacific, was rejected. The Republicans on the com-
mittee declared that the people, in the late election, had
decided the question of slavery in the territories, and
they lLad ro concessions to make.

Mr. Crittenden’s propositions for amendments to the
Constitation, denying the right of Congress to abolish
slavery in the District of Columbia, or in the dockyards
and arsenals, was defeated by the Republicans all voting
against it. A clause, establishing the right of transit
with slave property, wus defeated ; also, one requiring
the several States to pay for fugitives who might be
rescued from the officers of the law, was Jost by the same
vote, and the same reason sssigned by the Republicans.

They thus maintain that Lincoln’s election means the
abolition of slavery in the District and in the dock-
yards, the exclusion of slave property from all the ter-
ritories, and, of course, the exclusion of any more slave
States from the Union. It means that the fugitive
slave law, being already a dead letter through mob vio-
leence, shall be kept so by a refusal to pay for the loss

A Few Thoughts.

Mzssrs. Epitors :—The political aspect of our country is

This therefore has induced me at the present time to
contribute my mite, and if in so doing I should succeed in
throwing out an idea that may perchance engage ;the pub-
lic eye for good, I shall then be content.

T he Events of ¥ osterdoy.

Charleston was yesterday morning thrown info a state of
the wildest excitement, by the news that the United States
troops had been trausferred from Fort Moultrie to Fort Bum-
ter. At first the flying rumors were go numercus and so
contradictory that it was no easy matter to get at the truth:
but in a slort time the leading tacts began to be pretty well
established. Itseems that on Wednesday night. about eight
o'clock, Major Anderson and his command havieg spiked
the guns, fired the gun carriages of Fort Moultrie, and saw-
ed down the flagstaft, evacuated the place, and took posses-
sion of Fort Sumter instead. The ladies, who had hitherio
lived in the fort, had been previonsly s>nt to Charleston,
and, whatever lurniture, ammunition and provisions that
could be moved without exeiting suspicion, had been quiet-
Iy transferred to Fort Sumter. 'I'he report that the defences
of Fort Moultrie had been so shamefully mutilated, naturally
aroused great indignation in the city. People immediately
sought the steeples and e¢npolas of the public buildings, and
telescopes were brought into active requisition, to gratify
the general curiosity., Little, however, could be descried
beyond a dense smoke issuing from within the ramparts, and
large gangs of » enat werk unioadivg the cargoes of schoon-
ers into Fort Sumter.

A PEEP AT FORT MOULTRIE,

At half-past two o’cleck our reporter visited Suallivan's
Teland. Quietneus reigned throuzhout Moultrieville, and it
was not until the fort was reached that he noticed any signs
of activity. Here, however, was a change. Instead of a
mass of smoking ru‘ns, were the well-defined lines of the
fortress, uuchanged, at least in outward appearance. In-
stead of utter abandonment on the part of 1}19 garrison, the
senior officer of Engineers aund six men maintained posses-
sion of the stronghold. Instead of gaining ready admit-
tance, a stolid sentinel barred the way, whiist a succession
ot carts loaded with canister and grape, cooking utensils
and cooking stoves, made their devious way to the lighter
in attendaunce, to convey the ill-assorted cargo to Fort Som-
ter. It was easy to see that the fort had been yirtually
abandoned, but it was not so easy to ascertain the full ex-
tent «f the damage. The barracks were still standing,
though stripped of their furnitu'e, and deserted by their
tenants. In short, it was plain enough an evacuation had
taken place, and that visitors to Msjor ANDEKSON Were ex-
pected to lzave their cards at Fort sumter. From the giti-
zena it was gleaned that the guns bad been tarred and spiked,
and that the small columns of smoke rising from the interior
proceeded from the burning gun carriages. One or two,
more mysterious than the rest, stated, with ominous shak-
ings of the head, that the whole of the interior of the fort
had been undermined, and that it was perilous to venture
within its walls.

The effect of the news was immediately visible in the
streets of our city. The volunteers were out in full force
and under arms. The Cadet Riflemen and the Palmetto

lished around the walls. £ seead
. THE OCCUPATION OF CASTLE PINCENEY.

The Rifle Battalion, under command of Col. J. J. Petti-
grew, asseribled promptly upon the Citadel ‘Green. They
were substantially equipped in winter uniform, with blank-
ets, knapsacks and revolvers. The battalion numbered some
150 men, and consisted of detachments from the Meagher
Guards, the Caroliva Light Infantry and the Washington
Light infantry. Bhortly after four o'clock the word was
given, and the companies advanced in double quick time,
without music, towards Cooper River. None of them, we
believe, excepting the officers, were aware of their desti-
nation.

He hus virtually and grossly violated a solemn pledge giv-
en by his Chief aud accepted by South Care ina ; and he had
all possible assurance from Soutbh Carolina that his honor,
and position, and duty would be respected until a proper
and open declaration of war, Waile the enemies of South
Carolina have been falsely accusiog her of violence and pre-
cipitation, aud have been endeavoring, by exciting rumors,
to urge her or her sous to such premature demonstrations,
Bouth Carolina took her position honorably and fairly.

Major Anderson has clandestinely taken refuge in an un-
finished fortress, ard has thus violated the solemn pledges
that assured us that Fort Sumter wonld not be garrisoned.

It is not our duty at present to estimate the reasons which
have impelled this act, which is withoot precedent in the
records of the United States Army—an army whose honot
has never suflered when in the Keepiuyg of Bouth Carolina.

W asuixeron, Dec. 24 —It appears from the facts in
counection with the lake abstraction of the bonds of 1he
Iudian trost fund, that about five months ago, Wm. H.
Russell, of the firm of Mujors, Russell & Waddell, held
about one million dollars’ worth of the official accept-
ances of the Sccretary of War. These aceeptances had
been given conditionally, in accordance with the usual
course of business, for the transportation of the supplies
of the army mnder contract with the government.

Mr. Russell finding himself unable to negotiate these
acceptances, being greatly embarrassed, pecuniarily, and

@3,000,000 of the Indian trust funds, invested in bonds
of the different States, arranged with him to let him
buve about 500,000 worth of these bonds, to be hypo-
thecated in New York, and as security for which be
gave the acceptances of the War Department, which he
placed in the safe where the bonds were kept.
